THE POSITION KEVIEWED 



Lord Bosebery on the Europeau Situa- 
tion— Tho Oriental War— France 
in Madagascar. 



China Willinsr to Concede More Thau 
Japan Before HoatilltieB Were 
Commenced'" ' 



London, Oat. 25, — Lord Bosebery mado 
an important speech at Sheffield this even 
Ing. B/erybody, said.'aoqnainted with 
the history of Russia for the last twelve 
years must feel an immense debt of obli 
gatioD to the Czir, the watchword oi whose 
roign WAS the worship of peace. The Czir 
would epjoy in history a reputation as 
a viator in peace, not less un- 
d!s);utod than the reputation ' of 
Cimnr and Napoleon] as conquerors. 
The Premier extolUd the Czit's absolutely 
consoientiouB devotion to truth in diplo- 
matio as well as private matters. Great 
Britain, he said, had tho highest possible 
interest in tho continuation of the Cz!ir'fl 
life and health, because if he should be re- 
moved the greatest guarantee of the peace 
of tho world would disappear. (Applause.) 

Referring to the rooouij meeting of the 
British cabinet, tho Premier said thac none 
of tho alleged reasons for tho summouing 
of the cabinet on that oooasion worooorreot. 
Tho question of intervention between Japan 
and China was not diiouseed. No circular 
had been issued to tho powers and no rebuff 
bad been BufTered from them. He 
wonld, he continued, state in general terms 
the government's policy in regard to China 
and Japan. It was impossible to regard 
with indifference a' possible sudden dcstruo- 
tionof the central government of China— a 
goverhment already none too strong. Its 
destruction would involve appalling danger 
to avery^ Christian in the Chinese empire— 
an ovctfiow of a dangerous and barbarous 
olement -lntp,',eyery ..adjoining part of the 
world, implytng'tbe gravest possible catas- 
trophe to Asiatic civilization. (Applause,) 

The British government had learned from 
a very high and most convincing source that 
China was willing to conoede honorable 
terms, materially o.^ceedlng Japan's de- 
mands, when the war was entered upon, 
and such as Japun could certainly accept 
without lessening her prestige and advan- 
tage. Tho ministry felt that they cnuld not 
obsolutely "pocket" this, and they did not 
found their hopes on overtures ; but thoy 
thought it was their duty to sound tho coun- 
tries of Europe and the United States to 
ascertain whether, in their opinion, there 
was any possibility of China and Japan 
coming to terms on the basis indicated. The 
reception of Great Britain's approaches was 
remarkably favorable ; the European powers 
seemed to feci that a common calamity 
overhunt; them, bub one or two judged 
that tho time had not arrived when 
oonditioDB could with advantage be submit- 
ted to tho combatants. Personally ho was 
rather inclined to concur with the majority. 
It might be asked why he had consulted the 
powers at all, why he had; oot aoted alone. 
He would reply that in a' great catastrophe 
of this kind, the more powers were engaged 
in efforts towards peace so muoh 
the better was the prospect of 
their attaining their objeob. He 
bslievod that whenever it was possible every 
British foreign minister should obtain a con- 
cert of the powers. In international affairs, 
in such a case as the ' preienti foreign minis, 
ters would have been onlpabie if they had 
not sought a oonoert .of the powers. More- 
over, .In the. jealous ,oohditi6n of affairs 
which the war bad prodn(^d 'it wonld have 
been impossible for'QrMt?fBriWii';tb''abt as 
peacemaker withohtinourrlog the.snspicions 
of other powers and all who were interested 
in the E»Bt. 

Referring to Madagascar, Lord Bosebery 
said he doubted whether the name had even 
been mentioned between France and Groat 
Britain. Ho hoped this would dispol all idea 
of contention between Franco and Great 
ISritain in regard to Madagascar. Frauoe 
had undouljted rights in and a protectorate 
over Mttdagasoar. As long as France did 
not exceed her rights, which there was no 
reason to suppose she would do, Englaud 
could only abide by tho treaty which aho 
had herself signed. He admitted that there 
had been times in the last two years when 
ho had felt anxiety over British relitions 
with Franco, Friciion had arisen in connec- 
tion with adjoining colonies of Franco and 
Great Britain. The relations in reapeut; to 
these colonies might bo infiuitely improved 
by earn and conciliation on both sides. Nego- 
tiations were now proceeding for a settlement 
of open questions ; but: it was necessary to be 
patient. A settlement must not bo expected 
too soon, because an incomploto settlement 
was worse than none nt all. He did not 
fear that in any of thcso cases of friction 
Great Britain could blamo herself for oggros- 
sion or olfence, although vital interests 
have been maintained. A govern- 
ment, would be short-lived that did 
not absolutely respeot a nation's rights. 

In oommenting on Lord Bosebery's speech 
in ShcfBeld, the Morning Post, while 
generally approving the Premier's remarks, 
will say that Patmerston or Beaoonsfield 
would have had the courage to accept or re- 
fuse the request of mediation between the 
bolligerenta. If Lord Bosebery had the 
mastership of hia own government he would 
probably have been'independcnt." 

London, Oot, 26. — The Daily News says : 

All sensible Englishmen will agree that 
the ministry performed a plain obvious duty 
in approaching the powers. If they had sat 
with their hands folded they would have de> 
■erved the oeniure of parliament." '

Monde for alleged libel. About a week ago 
Mrs. Morley had eight lads hauled up in the 
Polloe court for disturbing hor peace of 
mindat Longuo Pointe, They wore fiDod §1 
each. The newspapers in question treated 
the affair in a humorous way and now Mrs, 
Morley wants to get ovon with them.

WAEDINa THE END. 



The Czar Learns That His Case Is 
Hopeless With Great 
- Bravery. 



Trouble Predicted as to the Succession 
—Sombre Preparations Already 
Froceedlnff. 



Bbblik, Get. 25,— A Lividia dispatch 
oonSrms the reports that Princess Aliz 
steadfastly refuses to anathematize her 
former faith in obedience to the rites of the 
orthodox Greek ohuroh. Even tho efforts of 
tho Czar have nob shaken her determination. 
The swelling of the Czar's feet increases, 
bat by the drawing off of water from them 
the bodily pain is muoh relieved. 

The dispatch says the sacrament was par- 
taken of by His Majesty on Sunday, and 
this is taken to indicate that his condition is 
not as serious as would be supposed from a 
former dispatoh stating that the last sacra- 
ment of the church had been administered 
to him. The dispatch making this statement 
mentioned no date on which tho sacrament 
was partaken of, and tho supposition here 
now is that the Czir partook simply of holy 
communion on Sunday, as is his custom. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Cologne Gazette predicts trouble over tho 
Bucceoslon to the throne. He says : •' The 
Buperstition following tho death of Nicholas 
I, that DO other Nicholas would be en- 
throned, revives. Fear ot a renewal of the 
condition of affairs under the first Nicholas is 
deeply rooted. The feeling prevailing 
among the lower olasBes proves that they do 
not regard the Czirewitch as heir by the 
grace of God. Moreover, their visws of 
autooraoy have greatly changed." 

The Czar heard the intimation of his 
physicians that bis case waa hopeless with 
great bravery. He at once ordered the 
settlement of the matter of succession to the 
imperial throne and expressed a wish to be- 
stow his blessing upon the Czarewltoh and 
Princess Alix. 

London, Oat. 26. — A Yalta dispatch says 
the state carriages, trappings, etc., to be 
used on the oooasion of the marriage of the 
Czarewitoh and the Princess Alix, together 
with the mourning coaches, garments of 
woe, etc., to be used in the event of the 
Czar's death, have arrlTedat LIvadia. 

The St. Peterabnrg oorrespoadent of the 
Central News aaya: '* Several persons 
have been arrested here' for discuss- 
ing In public places the theory that 
the Czar's malady is due to poison. 
An immense quantity of mourning draperies 
has been taken to the palace and stored in 
the antechamber. Other preparations are 
bsing made in all the oburches in the capi- 
tal. Special reporters at Yalta telegraph 
that they have received permission to visit 
Livadla. Father Ivan remains at Livadia. 
He ofSciates at daily religious services in 
Yalta. The church is always thronged and 
remarkable fervor ia displayed by the con- 
gregation. 

A dispatch received this evening says tho 
Czar passed a painless day, though his weak- 
noes is increasing. 

St, Peteusburo, Oot. 25,— Rooms are 
being prepared for tho Cz»rewitch in the 
winter palace. The work proceeds night 
and day. The manifesto to bo issued on tho 
occasion of the marriage of the Czarewitoh is 
already printed, and 200,000 copies will be 
distributed on the wedding day. 

The Czar's physicians issued a bulletin at 
8 o'olook this evening, saying: "During 
the day neither somnouinoe nor spasmodio 
symptoms have been.observed. 9?hepatient'8 
appetite ia aatlsfaotory. Xhe oedema has 
not increased." 

The OfHoial Messenger, remarking on the 
profound sympathy for the Czir shown by 
the foreign press, saya : " More deeply than 
any other state dues France sympathize with 
him. How different would have been the 
rolatlons of European countries had not the 
Russian throne been occupied by a peace- 
loving prince, whoso chief aim is to live for 
the welfare of mankind." 

WASiiiNdTON, Oot. 25. — Tho Russian 
minister, Prince Cantacuzono, torday re- 
ceived the following telegram from the Rus- 
sian minister of foreign affairs, Sb. Peters- 
burg : " The Emperor had a few hours 
sleep Tuesday night. During yesterday 
(Wednesday) he had no drowsinesa. His 
appetite and general disposition Is better, 
but the swelling in the feet is a little aug- 
mented. Last Sunday the Emperor received 
holy oommunion. (Signed) Giera."

Japanese Capture Chinese Works- 
Port Arthur Evacuated— Great 
Engagiemeut Sunday. 



London, Oot. 25. — A Shanghai dispatoh 
says the Emperor issued a decree yesterday 
decorating Major-von Hacscken and creat- 
ing him'brev(j,t.oottiDBnder.iii-dhief for meri- 
toribui conduct In the Yaiu' river naval ao* . 
tion. Several otbers received the decora- 
tion of the peacock feather, and a number of 
others were decorated with the order of ono 
star of the third clasj. 

A Yokohama dispatoh says General 
Oyamas' army .ioorpi, which was reported to 
have been engaged in the battle near Port 
Arthur, baa landed at Seihlosso, China, The 
Japanese troops which have been operating 
in tho North of Korea have cresaed the Yalu 
river and entered Manoburia. 

A dispatch from Wi Ju says tho oom- 
mandorofthe Japanese forcea in Korea re- 
ports to hia government that on October 24, 
with a detachment of 1,600 Japanese, he 
met a body of Chinese at Sukoohin, serosa 
the Yalu river. The Chinese fled, leaving; 
two cannon and considerable arms. Tho 
Cbinese lost twenty killed or wounded. The 
Japanese suffered no loss. The Japanese 
seized tho fort near tho scene of the ongajre- 
ment. The main body of tho Japanese are 
now crossing the Yalu river. 

The Japanese foroo which crossed the 
Yalu river at Sukoohin captured the Chinese 
works with a rush. The Chinese took refnsa 
further down the river. The passage of l£e 
main body of the Japanese aoross the river 
will probably be made tcday. A report ia 
current that the entire effective Chinese 
force is entrenched close to the Yalu river 
on tho Moukden road. The main attack of 
tho Chinese will be made on Sunday. 

The Japanese legation have no ooniirroa- 
tlon of the report that the Japanese army 
under Field Marshal Count Oyama had 
landed near Port Arthur, but the report is 
oredlted neverthelesB. ihe offioiala of the 
legation regard it a* certain that the expe- 
dition of Oyama '.was stnt to attack Port 
Arthur or Wei Hal Wei or both. 

'It is stated that'Japan has again rejected 
the mediation of a foreign power in her dis- 
pute with China, while the latter country 
has expressed her readiness to accept an 
armistice on any reasonable condition. 

Shanghai, Oot. 25 —It is reported here 
that the Chinese have evacuated Port 
Arthur. A report is also current that tho 
Japanese have effected a landing at Talien 
Wan bay, on tho Corean side of the Kwang 
Tung ponluBula, not far from Port Arthur.

The K. 8tamp mill ia runniag on ore 
that baa been onlled over tbtee times and 
yet la found very profitable working.' 

A rich arriko baa been made on the Good 
enough. It couBiataof a lead of high grade 
ore about u foot wide going on analyaie from 
900 to 1,100 dollars to tho ton. The lead 
extenda into the Rueoau, At preaent they

An Experiment In WUIapa Bar Watched 
With DTach Interest. 

HoiiTii Bknd, Oct. 21. — Charlea H. Town- 
sand, of the liah commiasion, ia hero making 
preporatbns for planting a oar load of East- 
em oysters in Willapa bay. Two years ago 
ho visited tho bay and, in an exhaustive re- 
port, expresBod tho opinion thot tho Eaatorn 
oyatora would propagate aa well hero as in 
San Franclaco bay. Ho ia still of that 
opinion. Sultablo beds have boon solectod 
by him at tho mouth of tho Willapa river, 
in Palix channel and in }iilly'a channel, 
near Sealands, Mr. Townaend deairea to 
place the oyaters in sufEoiently deep water, 
and a portion of them at least, aa far back 
from the tea as poaaibie, in order that they 
may have the benefit of aa high summer 
temperature aa oan . be aeonred, as the 
spawn might ctherwiae bo killed. The 
oystermen are co-operating with him heart- 
ily and will protect and euro for the Kast- 
em oyster plants, Tboy regard the success 
ef the experiment aa of vital importance to 
them now that the small, but woll fl worod, 
native oyatera are disappearing gradually, 
on account of tho heavy domnnd lor them.

LcN'DON, Oot. 25.— Fire at San MiRuol, 
Manita, Phllippice ialandB, on September

morning. Sfx were killed and twenty In- 
jured.

During the coneeoration of a church in the 
village of Trolili, near Oaterowianski, in the 
Dan province, Biissia, a lamp was upset, a 
cry of fire was raised and a punio followed 
During the rush for the doors two women 
and three ohildren were trampled to death 
and twenly-sevon woro seriously injured 

Tho Swedish schooner Alenn, londed with 
gunpowder, wua blown up at Psferbead, 25 
miles from Aberdeen, dootlund. Within 
two niinutoH after the expiation nothing was 
seen on the aurfuc? of the water but splinters 
from the tohooner. All the crew perished.

Diaoriieiriy Conduct Compels the Closing o'. 
Debate— Agrarian Needs the Paran 
mount Question. 

Frankfokt, on. 23.— thtrft was an ex- 
oltiug Boeoe In thfi Soolal l)emocratio con- 
greas this momicg over the reinmption of 
attacks upoa the Bavarians, which soon 
lapsed into a runntng fire of personal taunts. 
(The ehoats and other noises became so 
general throughout tho hall that the debate 
was closed amid preat excitement. A reso- 
luclon declaring Bavarian parliamentary tao- 
tios expedient was rtj acted by a vote of 141 
to 93. Herr StadthuK^n's motion empower- 
ing the aooialiats to support the provinoial 
goversmeata on condition that such support 
would not imply acquieacenoe in the exist- 
ing oooiai syatam— of opnfidence In the gov- 
ernment, waa carried by a vote of 164 to 64. 
Herr Sehoenlanek opened the agrarian ques- 
tion in the afternoon seasioB. He said that 
the peaaantfl must bs won over to the 
aooialiats or they would fall a .prey to the 
Mitl-Semlbss, and that the Beoialist attitude 
toward tbO' sgraciana hitherto had been 
wrong.' Herr ybllmar ooBtended that the 
present altnatidn of the peaaanta was 
unbearable, and that ° the - aoalalists 
might win them over with oare 
and patieaoe. The moment was 
propitions, he said, for agitating. The 
Socialists must adopt their economio theories 
to agrarian needs. The majority of tho 
German workers were agrarians, therefore 
it was idiotlo to hope for a revolution while 
tho peasants woro ignorant of, or opposed to, 
the aspiraliocB of socialism. He urged that 
an agrarian committee bo named to formu- 
late a special programme, the importance of 
which he said was proved by tho faot that 
the threatened roprossive measures were 
due to a fear that the BoclaliatB would 
capture the poasantiy. Ilerr Vollmar was 
much applauded.

CONTRACT VS. DAY LABOK. 

Interesting Comparison of Besulta Uade at the 
Uulti d 8tatea GaplUl. 

For the farther information of those who 
are still disouuslng the relative merits of 
contract and day labor as applied to publio 
works, and more particularly the Fort street 
Bower, tho proposed oonatruotion of which 
by day labor is the subject of an appeal now 
before the council, a oorrespondent has 
kindly furnished the following : 

On pige 325 of tho Annual Report of Com- 
miRBionera of the District of Columbia for 
the year ending June 30, 1893, the coat of 
Bo^Aors, ppr lini al foot, for fiacal year 1892 3, 
12- nch pipe, is shown to hove been : per 
liuual fouc, contract price, §1.62,9, and by 
day labor Sl.GO.G ; and in every size of drain 
and sewer a sligho dillerenco, except in tho 
case of 21-inch pipe, is noted in fivor of day 
libor. An explanatory noto statoa : — 
" Nearly all of tho work performed by day 
libor waa on joba in alleys and of abort 
lengths, which work necessarily coat more 
than that under tho more favorable circum- 
staucea involved in the work performed un- 
der contract." In commenting on the sohed- 
ulo of prices the report Bsyii ; 

" The material used by the sewer depart- 
ment during the year has been purchased 
by contract, and tho work of construction 
has also been done under contract. Thanks 
to exceptionally good contraotors, a very 
efficient staff of inspectors, and to unremit. 
ting watchfulness on the part of the other 
offi ers of the department,' the work done 
under contract is of excellent quality. It ia 
to be observed, however, that the 26,344 
feet of pipe sewer oonslructed by hired la- 
bor haB coat somewhat lesa than the corres- 
ponding cotttriot work, and is, on tho 
whole, of better quality ; and these results 
are obtained with greater certainty and 
much less friction than under the contract 
system, which is ill adapted to underground 
work, where close inspection Is di£Soult to 
secure. 

The report further says that "under the 
existing law work costing over $1,000 must 
be done under contract -even if it can be 
done more cheaply and better by hired la- 
bor and purchase in open market. This is 
certainly not good policy. It may bo the 
lesser of two evils under tho ordinary form 
of municipal government." 

PACIFIC CABLE. 



Tlie San Francisco "Bulletin" Sees 
No Need for the Cession of 
Territory. 



Hawaii Will Duubtless Give What 
Prof^ction Is Kequired to 
tlie Station. 



San Franoisoo, Oct. 25.— The Bulletin 
this evening says: "F6r some time past 
British and Canadian contraotors have been 
figuring on plans for a cable from Vancouver 
to Australia via Hawaii. The cost of this 
cable is put in round numbers at $10,000,000. 
One of the leading promoters of thia cable 
enterprise is Sandford Fleming. He advo- 
cates government ownership, believing a 
better service will be aecurod thereby. He 
ia reBponsible for most of tho eatimatea that 
have been made. Whether the British gov- 
ernment is to own tho cable or It is to be in 
the hands of a chartered company it ia cer- 
tain that the government ia behind the en- 
terprisp. The news by the last steamer 
from Hawaii la that the British oommis- 
slon represented by Fleming wants 
a lease of Neokar laland, a small 
island some 500 milea from Hawaii, and 
also wants a subaidy of $35,000 a year from 
the Hawaiian government for fifteen years. 
What the British gorornmonb really wanta 
ia tba cession of this Island, A short time 
ago it was literally ' no man'a land.' The 
Hawaiian government took posseision of it 
and claimed It by right of oooopation. It 
did not want British occupation of an island 
so near to Hawaii. The preaent Hawaiian 
government has had a great deal of trouble 
by reason of British antagonism and doea 
not want any further interference. Next to 
an American cable between this port and 
Honolulu. Hawaii might apprcoiato a cable 
between Vancouver and an Australian port 
with B midway station at Hawaii, 
They will do nothing to disturb tho 
relations of the republio with the Uni- 
ted States. It is nob probable that 
thoro would be any formidable obstacle in 
tho way of landing a marine cable, say at 
Honolulu. Private individuals could make 
the nrtcoBBury lease of tho land and the 
Hawaiian government would probably grant 
all tho needful protection. If all that is 
really wanted is a safe and convenient place 
to land a marine oablo on Hawaiian soil, 
there would be no need, for the cession of 
any territory. The cable proposed would 
be a good thing for Hawaii and the Pacific 
Coast. It may also be a good thing for the 
promoters. That good thing can be secured 
without the conoesslon of a foot of territory 
to any foreign power."

IMPROVED BDUOATION. 

Wo are much pleased to find that the 
Minister of Education Is of opinion that the 
mnioles as well as the minds of obildren 
need training. We have long been of tho 
opinion that school education ia too ex- 
clusively literary in its nature, ijnoh an 
education is calculated to give boys and 
girls a falsa eatimato of what is really 
needed to prepare them for the duties of life, 
and to create in tbenii unoonaoionsly per- 
haps, a contempt for manual labor. To be 
Able to use a saw, an axe, a plane, or other 
tool is often of more practical use to a boy 
than to be able to construe a Litin sentence 
fairly well or to work out accurately 
a diifionlt problem in arithmetic. Bun there 
is no reason why he shonld not learn to do 
both in the common school. lb has been 
foand that devoting a few hours every week 
bo manual work is not a hindrance to the 
stady of tho literary branches of education, 
There are indeed some who say that it is a 
help. Learning to use tools breaks the 
monotooy of sohool vrork, and after an 
hont'a ezerolse of the musoles the boy goes 
to bis lessons with new zest. It should never 
be forgotten that the pupil learns only so 
long as he can fix his attention on 
his work. When tho mind is alert 
and the attention concentrated more 
can be learned in half ' an boat than 
by moping over books with a wearied or a 
wandering mind for half a day. Tho system 
of education under which a boy learns to 
work with hia hands and to take a pride in 
such work is without doubt the beat system. 
If teaching b'>yB the use of tools did 
nothing more than to oanse them to appre- 
ciate and respect labor it would be to them 
of incalculable value. 

Xhere are some who say that in these 
days the children of the people ate over- 
' educated. This is quite a mistake. They 
are not over-oduoatod but they are wrongly 
educated. They uro not, in fact, educated 
enough. Introducing manual work into tho 
sohoola will make eduoation in them more 
symmetrical as well as more praobioal. 

We trust that the Trustees of the oity 
lohoola will heartily co-operate with the 
Minister of Eduoation in adding manual 
training to the curriculum of the schoola 
under their superintendence. There will 
not bo much difficulty or much OTponne in 
introducing this improvement and the bene- 
fits flowing from it wilii we are satlsQed, 
be very great. 

A BARBAROUa PMAOTIOM, 

The hazing ease in the Kingston Military 
College has created quite a stir in the East- 
ern part of tho Dominion, Wo are not sur- 
prised at thip, for it might bo expected that 
in such a oollogo discipline would be main- 
tained and that the rules would be suoh as 
to make barbarous and ungentlemsnly prac- 
tices suoh as arc read of impoasible. Ha;'.m[; 
ia very far from being an iunooont frolio or 
a rough but harmleaa praotioal joke. Tho 
viotini is bcHot by a crowd of studonta and 
tortured and humiliated in the moat 
brutal and, we must add, in the 
moat cowardly way. One would 
never suspeot that young men capable 
of committing suoh an outrage us 
waa perpetrated on Cadet Plammer were 



the Bona of gentlemen and expected thein< 
selves to occupy the position of gentlemen, 
A pack of oity roughs could not have acted 
in a more barbarona and unfeeling manner 
than did Iheae military cadets. It is singu- 
lar that a crowd of atutlenta will sometimes 
aot in a manner in which not one of them 
when atone would dream of acting. When 
suoh a crowd confines itself to singing and 
yelling aud plnying roui-h tiickp, it ia un- 
noyiog enough to those who aro compelled 
to listen and to anffdr, but when it beoomes 
crueland tyrannioalit Is time for the inthori- 
ties to step in and show those who compose 
it that students, even when they ate amus- 
ing themaelvea, are expected to act like 
civilized men. ' : , . 



BA ULKED. 



A mob of howling lynohora were baulked 
in WaahlDgton, Ohio, the other day. An 
abominable crime had been perpetrated in 
the neighborhood. A negro was aooosed of 
committing it and was arrested. As aoon as 
the newa of his arrest was known a mob col- 
lected and demanded the surrender of the 
alleged criminal. Tho sheriff was firm and 
in order to insure tho safety of the prisoner 
he pursued a rather singular course. The 
grand jury was anmmoned and the prisoner 
waa brought before it. Fearing every 
moment that the mob would break into tho 
court house and tear him limb from limb ho 
pleaded guilty and was at once aentenced to 
twenty years' imprisonment, which ia the 
extreme penalty of the law in the State of 
Uhioforhisoffenoe. The sheriff hadalso taken 
tho preoanhon to telegraph for troops, and 
two companies of militia wore despatched 
to Washington, They wore on the ground 
when tho trial, suoh as it was, took place. 
The crowd, when they heard whot had been 
done, became very violent. They were 
bound to get the prisoner, before he oonld 
be transferred to the State's prison. Col. 
Colt, the ofBoer commanding the mili- 
tia, remonstrated with the rioters, but with- 
out avail. They threatened tho soldiers 
and proceeded to bitter down tho gales of 
the jail. Col. Colt begged atd prayed 
them to desist, but hia forbearaoce wasmia- 
understood, -for the crowd proceeded 
to insult the soldiers and to throw 
stones at them. They were again 
warned, but they paid no atten- 
tion to what wag said to them. Find- 
ing that it waa impoasible to prevent the 
seizure of the prisoner unless force waa used 
he ordered the troops (a fire on the mob. 
The result was that three were killed and 
ten or moro wounded. The mob scattered 
and fled, but they renewed the attack on the 
jail, which they threatened to blow up with 
dynamite. General Howe aent more troopa 
to reinforce the beleagaered garrison of the 
jail, 'and when the mob saw that they could 
not wreak their vengeance on the prieoner 
without great loss of life they desisted. 

The woman assaulted identified the 
prisoner as the man who had committed the 
crime, but it ia now said that she had made 
a mistake. The man pleaded guilty in order 
to be removed to the State's prison, for he 
knew that if he remained twenty-four hours 
in Washington he would bo lynched. We 
observe that the American newspapers 
approve cf the conduct of the authorities, 
and are glad to see that tho supremacy of 
the law has been maintained, even though it 
has been done at the ooat of several lives. 



" THE REVOLT OF THE RIOH." 

Xhe Hon. Aul)eron Herbert is a courage* 
ous man. He cornea out in the London 

Times as the advocate of an unpopular 
cause and as the champion of a claea that 
has but few friends among the politicians of 
theae days. Ho, in tho plainest and most 
straightforward manner, relatea what he 
looks upon as the grievanoes of the rich. 
He urges rich men to stand up for their 
rights, to organize to resist tho encroach- 
menta that are continually being made upon 
the righta of property by the politicians of 
both parties. Mr. Herbert is not in tha least 
mealy-mouthed. He writes of the wrongs of 
the rich in the moat earnest manner. 
He evidently believea that they are suffer- 
ing injnatioe at the hands of political men, 
and that if they do not take their own part 
thoy will Buffer greater injustice atill. He, 
in short, counsels revolt, and ho tries to 
abow that revolt ia not only justifiable but 
absolutely necessary. 

He begins by saying that the Times will 
not print his letter if he blurts out " brutal 
truths," and then proceeds to blurb out those 
brutal truths, 

" The truth is," ho procooda to say, "that 
no politionl party under present oondltiona, 
by whatever name you ouU it, can pro- 
tect, or really intends to protect, 
either tho property or tho riglitu of 
tho individual. I'jithor of tho two 
portion, if out of oflioe, may make eloquent 
speeches when tho otiier party inturferea 
with property or personol rights, but in 
truth tho raiton d\:/rc of both parties ia to 
saoriQco to thuc entity called the public tho 
righta and property of tho individual. Both 
parties aro In the same lino uf biiaineBS, both 
deal in tho anme wares. Thoy uro both 
suitors for ' pretty Fanny's' hand, and they 
muat both win thoir way into the aliections 
of that practically-minded young lady by 
the same prceonts, the same services. Tho 
best-intontionod Govornmnnb, with a due 
appreoiation of ' Pretty Funny's ' grateful 
feelings, c^n hardly avoid a certain mono 
tony of conduct. Securing votes in a niaBS 
is a great lovelier of diatinctlajs." 

With both parties combined against tho 
owners of property, Mr. Herbert oounsola 
action : 

" What," ho goes on to say, " ia tho 
moral of these brutal truths ? It is that 
those persona who ore seriously determined 
that properly shall not bo thrown into tho 
public melting pot must praolically (thoy 
may still call themselves Liborola or Con- 
sorvativca if it amuses them) separate them- 
soivoo from both the polilioul parties and 
organi/.o thomsolves tor distinot definite 
ends. All political parties us ab present 
organized, are mere dovicea tor befooling 
their members and for using them up in the 
great game, aa long as there Ib anything left 
to use in them. Tliey aro more open duns 
for plucking pfgoona, * * * It ia time 
now in A word that there phquld be a revolb 



of the rich. There are moments in the 
national life when not to have the courage to 
atand upon and maintain your own rights is 
to tail in your truest duty to the whole 
community ; when to drift in iudilTeronca 
and apathy, whether under a sense of fatal- 
ism or under tho guidance of an unreal aen- 
timontallsm ia the worab public treason of 
which a man can be guilty, and suoh a 
moment has now oome." 

Malting dua allowance for olaas preju- 
dices ami partialities, there is food for 
thought in this protest which Auberon Her- 
bert makes on tho part of the rich. The 
aooialiatio and oommuniatio doctrines that 
aro in diffdrenb forma held and taught by 
ao many in Great Britain are calculated to 
create a ieeiiog of uneasinecs in the 
minds of the owuora of property, and 
to oonvince them that the time ia 
not far off when property will have 
to make a atand for its rights. That con- 
test may be preolpituted by men who are 
not themaelves revolutloniata, but who may 
bo tho unconscious tools of revolutionists. 

It ia not: surprising that some men in the 
Old Country when thoy hear and aeo what 
ia going on . around them, have taken tho 
alarm and are making preparations for tho 
contest which they believe to be inovitablo 
and not far off. We believe that thoy mag- 
nify the danger. Tlioro ia a largo Conserva- 
tive element in eocioty, not confined to one 
party or ono class, which will hold the revo- 
iutioniata iu check and wbtoh will prevent 
serious injustice being done. Thoae who 
compoae this element know that when bold 
and unjustifiable encroachments aro made 
on the rights of property, tho rich 
will not bo tho only eufl'orore. 
Thoy do not need to be told that it is abso- 
lutely imposaible for a oonntry in which the 
rights of property are not reapeoted to 
prosper, and that when a country ceaaes to 
prosper tho poor and thoso who live by their 
labor suiler immeasurobiy more than the 
rich. We believe, therefore, that the 
"revolt" which Mr. Herbert apprehends 
and exhorts the class be. belongs to to pre' 
pare for is yet far off, and that if the people 
are intelligent and well guided it will never 
come at all.

BIG LUMBER COHTBACT. 

The Ross-JIaclaren Company Said to Uavo 
Kt^cetved Orders to Ship One Hundred 
Million Feet to South Africa. 

An immense lumber deal ia reported to 
have just, been olosed by the Rass-Maolaren 
Luhnber Company. It ia stated on what may 
bo considered reliable authority that thoy 
have entered into a contract to ahip 
100,000,000 feot ot lumber to South Afriou. 
I'his meauB that their immenre mill on tbo 
Frsaer, which has been lying idle for a long 
time past, will start up again, and also 
tho North Paoiflo mill on Burrard Inlot, 
belonging to the same company.

THE WBALEIiACK LAUNCHED. 

There was big excitement io Everett on 
Wednesday on the occasion of the launchicg 
of the new wbalebdtok steamer built to re. 

E lice the C. W. Wetmore lost in a fog i D' Coos 
ay. Witnesairg the launch wero numer- 
ous officers of state and citizens of promin- 
ence from all over the Western States. The 
new craft was christened the " City 
of Everett," by Miss Katrice Lenz, and 
is a much larger vessel than the C. W. 
Wetmore, being nearly 100 f«et longer, 
having more than double tha horsepower 
and 1,700 tons the advADtiiga in toooage. 
IThe dimensions of the vessel, which' la the 
nrst " whalebacit " ever bniit on the Paoifio, 
are : Length, .S60 feet ; beam, 42 feet ; 
engine horsepower, 1,800 ; tonnage, 4,700. 
Her conntruction is the initial woik of the 
Paelfio Plant Co., whose new works already 
enyer 15 acres of land near th% month of 
Ithe binohomiah river. ' In ooDieotion 
with the works is now building 
an Immense dry dock. At the Everett 
works the owners will build a fleet of whale 
backs for the Pacific, thoir infention being 
to establish a line for thu FaoiticCoaat trade 
and a steamship liae to the Orient. At the 
parent works at West Superior, Wis., the 
company in now building an averuge of ten 
boats per year, employing upwards of 1,100 
men. The vessels have fairly revolutionized 
the carrying trade of the great lakes and 
bid fair to do the same on the high aeae. 

THE "SnBLBY" BETUKNS. 

At noon yeaterday the little sshooner 
Shelby, the amalleit of the sealing fleet in 
Behrlng Sea this year and the lasc of that 
contingent to arrive, with the exception of 
the Bosie Olsen, sailed into . port. In the 
matter of immunity from aooidents'^f any 
kind, the Shelby bad a suooestfal season, 
bnt^ otherwise her oruise (the first she has 
ever taken) proved a failure. For the many 
long months of her absence she can only 
■how 449 skins, of which 381 wero taken in 
the sea, 68 having been captured on the 
coast. She left Ouimad pass for Victoria «n 
September 27 and arrived at Sand point on 
October 1. Leaving the latter placs on ^be 
following day she reached Cape Cook ten 
diys later. Southeast gales were then met 
with but the little craft rode them all out 
with perfect safety, although one was the 
most severe Capt. Burnes has seen in yean. 
As freight the Shelby brought down ,"90 bar- 
roldof salted salmon from the West Coait, 
but this was seized when the veaiei arrived 
here on the allegation that it bad loeen 
^anglit in violation of the law. 

IN'TEUESTINO FACTS.

TEN THOUSAND DAMAGE!^. 

An Alaska Resident Institutes a Suit Against 
the Captain of the " Narwhal." 

San TiiANCisco, Oct. 25.— Becjumin Roza, 
of the shooting station in Alaska, has oome 
down to make trouble for H. P. Smith, skip, 
per of the whaler Narwhal, who called at 
tho shooting station one morning in July, 
1892 The skipper was in a very ancry 
mood becauee bis steersman had deserted 
him, and thinking the fui>itivo helmsman 
was at the station, which is owned by Roza,- 
made his belief known to the proprietor. 
" I tell you he is not here," said Rozi, " he 
is at the next station." They were tangled 
up together for a few moments acd then 
Roza says Smith compelled him to go on 
board the Narwhal and proceed to the next 
station, several lesfjuea distant. He, says 
that Smith, in spite'of suppjibations, ' pray>' 
ers '. and threatsl 'placed' hahd-ouffs on; his 
wrists and thrust him into, a small room .in 
the hold of the vessel.' '- He was obliged to 
remain in the room haindotafiTdd' and witbonb 
food or drink for fifteen hours. When the 
Narwhal reached the next station the run- 
away steersman' was found and Roza was 
released. Rczt arrived in this city a few 
days ago and secured tho aorricos of a law- 
yer, to whom he made his grievance known. 
The result of their oonferenoo was a suit for 
$10,000 damages filed In tho Uaited States 
district court against Smith and his vessel.

25.— The credit of the city 
of Chicago was attacked yesterday by a syn- 
dicate of local banks, which recently advanc- 
ed $600,000 as a temporary demand loan, in 
antioipatien of tax collections. Several 
banks asked immediate repayment of the 
loan. Comptroller Aokerman complied, and 
now there is no money on hand to meet the 
October pay rolls. Not only does the comp- 
troller declare that the oity has no money to 
meet its oblitjations, but be openly asserts 
that thero is none in sight. Sicca the Kent 
resolution was passed by the finance com- 
mittee, casting a cloud upon the authority 
of the comptroller to borrow money, the 
banks have made constant demands on the 
city for repayment. Up to date §300,000 
has been returned. Two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, not enough to meet the 
pay-roll, is atiii on hand, but a great part of 
that will probably be paid back before the, 
end of the week.

Tliero aro flecked goods with 
little tufts of hair scattered (jver tliem, 
and these aro very little trimmed, whilo 
the magenta and bluet gowns will take 
an indefinite qu.uitity of laco in differ- 
ent qualities, according to tho nature of 
the goods, tliough the lii'avy vandyl;e 
laces aro ^eeu with everything from silk 
to thick wool. 

Tho autumn millinery is estromoly 
sumptuous. Nothing is too rich or cost- 
ly for hat uniaments, and the hats tli(.'m- 
Eolves surpass anything in the same lijie 
I havo ever seen before. The 1'elt jjlateaus 
aro richly embroidered in t'olor.s, mingled 
with metals or covered witli retil lace, 
black or white, set on applique, or havo 
tho crowns or brims ornamented with 
gold or silver endiroidery, into which 
are wurke'd many (piite large gilt, or sil- 
ver beatls. Pearl beads, garnets and 
other semipreoioQS stones and imitation 
ji'wels aro often wrought into tho pat- 
tern. These plateau felt hats will bo 
Tjinched and plaited up much as thc^y 
were last winter to bring them to tho 
proper form, and this form is always 
adapted to the face of • the'porson who 
buys tho hat. Tho trimmings aro as di- 
verse as the liat.s. Some of them hiivo 
circular bands of fur, set on about two 
inches from tho brim all around. Tho 
trimming in such oases consists of a 
mixture of velvet bowa, foatiiers and 
flowers, with ono stiff loop mado of tho 
fur. Tlio bonnets aro all sizes, materials 
and forms. Tho oddest ono I have seen 
inul a crown of black velvet something 
liko a crushed toque. 

Directly in front was a white dove's 
head arranged with' a lop knot of white 
o.sprey aigret and with tho two wings, 
on tho upper portions of wliicli were a 
fow black feathers outstretched and 
drooping down to tho sides of the face. 
Tho under part of the wings showed 
from tho front, the sili'v texture of the 
under side of tho f(>alhers revealing a 
now beauty. TJiere was a snmll bonnet 



of black velvet sowed with jet stars, and 
on tho front was a largo Alsatian bow 
of cornflower velvet, with the inevita- 
ble aigret, and mingled with that 
wore three blue velvet cornflowers. I 
could imagine this bonnet above tho 
blue eyes of some fair maiden, enhanc- 
ing her loveliness a hundred times. 
Mordore and chestnut brown iii velvet 
are' rich and becoming colors. Tho mor- 
dore looks liko garnet at night. I liavo 
an impression that cornflower blue 
would require daylight to bo at its best. 

I notice with pleasure tluit tho g..aco- 
ful princess dress is beginning to ap- 
pear on tho street again. Mado as it is 
now for tho street, it resembles moro a 
long coat than a gown, but no ono can 
say that it is not elegant. Those intend- 
ed for street wear aro of heavy woolen 
goods of whatever quality is best liked. 
Tho waist is trimmed like tho other 
gowns, and tho skirt can bo trimmed iu 
the same general style. Some are but- 
toned quite down tho front, jiud others 
are cut with a seam down tho front 
breadth. Many dresses aro cut in this 
stylo now — that is, with a seam down 
the front. 

Berthas and bretellcs havo almost en- 
tirely disappeared, and uow it is not 
unusual to see a waist absolutely devoid 
of auy trimming, especially tailor mado 
garments. The sharp inoroyablo rovers 
are, on tho other hand, seen oftener than 
ever bijfore. For a minimum of expend- 
iture of time or labor the pointed lapel 
is tho best way of trimming any waist. 
It is effective and drossy oven when but 
ono lapel is sot on. 

Among tho new wraps brought out 
this season tho handsomest is what they 
call tlie Prince Albert coat It is 
basque litted and seamed at the waist 
and trimmed witli largo buttons and 
tailor stitching. They aro mado three- 
quarter and full length, tho latter reach- 
iug almost to the bottom of tho dress. 
The}' aro considered most stj-lish when 
dress and coat are of tho same material. 
Yesterday a beautiful hidy was prome- 
nading along Twenty-third street as well 
as that pushing, hurrying throng of 
buyers would let her. She wore a gown 
and coat of tliis description of a myrtle 
groou cloth, with four great gilt but- 
tons at tho waist. Every ono turned to 
admire tho dress. There are also prin- 
cess coats cut iu such a way that the 
lower part of tho skirt haugs in fluted 
lines. This kind of coat is closed in the 
back, whilo tho other opens liko a man's 
coat. 

Tho uow fancies in coiffure aro near- 
ly as many- as there are faces, bnt the 
modes in vogno wh(5n our grandmothers 

bought sido co'mbs and high combs are 
probably tho highest style. The hair in 
somo cases is parted on tho top of tho 
head and brought down over tho ears, 
and from there caught np again iu a 
high knot at tho back, surmounted with 
its tortoise shell comb. Others havo tho 
hair parted in tho center and caught in 
a fluff of curls just abovo tho ears and 
hc'ld in position witii two little sido 
combs, and tho rest of tho hair is car- 
ried back and upward and twisted in a 
tight doughnut twist. Somo wear combs 
with this style, too, but moro prefer tho 
littlo twisted knob without other orna- 
ment. At tho same time that these fan- 
cies aro having their vogue there are 
plenty of other styles, each one in those 
enlightened days knowing enough to 
choose and keep to what is most becom- 
ing to her. 

Yesterday I noticed somo now danc- 
ing slippers. They wero of kill in vari- 
ous light colors, with lieels covered with 
tho same, but tho heels wore almost 
covered with gold embroidery and gilt 
spangles. Few had any embroidery on 
the top of tho slipiHir. It w::9 tdl on tho 
heol. Somo kid slippers had fanciful 
patterns cut, out by means of a die, and. 
then the kid was stretched over satin of 
some brilliant contrasting color, which 
sliowed daintily through the holi s. I 
havo also seen several dress patterns of 
fine broadcloth whore there was a pat- 
tern, moro or less fine, cue out iu the 
same manner. Around tho edges of tho 
pattern was sowed metal braid to out- 
line it, and underneath there was cloth 
or satin of another color. Tho most 
ufFectivo was black over white, with 
gold braid outlining it.

Tt may bo called "the twins penwip- 
er" and is also a penholder. Two bisque 
dolls, with movable arms and legs, .are 
needed for it. Put on thorn two or three 
very full petticoats of dark green flan- 
•jol, tied tightly around the waist and 
pinked along tlio IjullDm. Ovi.'r these 
put a full dress (jf darli green silk or 
satin, made slmrt, pinked and sewed 
around tho nook to stay. Snips aro cnt 
with the scissors points for ormholes. 
Tho .arms aro bont as shown iu the il- 
histration, and tho joints should bo 
tighten(,'d so that they will stay in that 
position. Sow each doll in a sitting pos- 
ture at ono end of a base made by cover- 
ing a pasteboard ollipso from 7 to 8 




inches long and putting over it two 

ovals of tho flannel slightly longer and 
iinely pinki.'d. Tho dolls' skirts aro 
sprt'ad out on all sides, and tho dolls 
aro fast(>ned to tho liaso attho leg joints 
and ankles by stitches of Stout thread so 
tlu^y sit very ilrnily. 

If desired, the space bl.'t^veeu tho two 
is filled with a stamjibox nnulo oC bris- 
tol boiird, covered inside and out with 
green silk or satin, tho front and lid be- 
ing painted or embroidorod. Agoodsfzo 
for tlio box is 2 by by 1 inches. 

Any color may be used in making this 
novelty, but it ought to bo dtulc, tor no 
ono likes a penwiper that will not stajid 
a few drops of ink on any part of it; 
without injury. The dolls' faces and 
arms can easily be washed wlion soiled 
or dusty, and the silk and flannel will 
stand any amount of brushing.

Mannal Training In Schools Favored 
—Teachers' Institute AsIieU to 
Formnlate a idcheme. 

Hon. Col. Baker, miniater of education, 
mot the Victoria eohool teachers and board 
of traiteei last nightin the oity hall for the 
pnrpose of disoassing the advisability of in- 
trodnoing teohnioal education into the pub- 
llo, sohools. The meeting was well attend- 
ed and though opinions differed ao to the 
methods to be pursued it was generally cou- 
oeded that soino steps towards giving 
manual training to the boya and girls should 
be taken, 

Hon, Col. Bttkor, who presided, said in 
his onening remarks that he hod asked the 
teachers aud truacoea to meet him for tha 
purpose of informally talking over the sub- 
jeot of teohnioal education for the school 
children. It had been tried in various places 
on this continent and in Europe, and every- 
where with peifact sucoeaa. Therefore he 
did not see why it should not be adopted 
here with advanttse. There was no need of 
going to much expense for a, beginning. 
They mi^hl start by introducing it into tho 
High ichoo), whore the girls could be taught 
needlework and domostio economy, and the 
boya applied maohunioa. For that matter 
the uirU mlghi; be taugbb the latter subjeot 
ua well uH the boys, Sboing that the female 
eex were iu thoao daysaapirine to manly oo- 
oupiuions. (Liughter. ) Cooking was a 
very important thing in life everyone would 
admit. Unfortunately it ia a reflaotion on 
the Eaglish race that they are bad cooks, 
while the French oxool. Going through one 
ot the big cooking sohools in London, he had 
been struck by the faob that the daughters 
of rich and poor all attended. Domestio 
economy was also taught there, each girl 
having to figareout how miieh each dish that 
she oooked cost!. tCher« were diffionlties to 
be met with at the outset no donbt, but 
thcae ooiild be overcome. As for the boys 
they should be tsoghti bow to work with 
their hands and apply their labor to the beat 
advantage. They should also be impressed 
with the dignity of labor and shown that it 
WHS just aa honorable to work with tho 
hands as with the head. Technical educa- 
tion had been introduced into tho Taooma 
.schools with great success. Ho proceeded 
to road extracts from a letter from tho head 
of tho technical department of the schools in 
that city explaining how benches for manual 
work had been fitted up and arranged, and 
speaking in high praiao of the working of the 
system for girls aa well as boys. Out of 
eighty pupils in one school seventy five had 
ohoeen this technical course, and of these 
half a dozen were girls. The superintendent 
of education at Taooma also wrote in praise 
of the system and advocated kindergarten 
teaching for tho young. In giving mmual 
training it was not assumed that all the pupila 
should become mechanics, but that those who 
did want to go in for theditforent trades and 
handicraft might have the way paved for 
them to a- certain extent. In closing the 
speaker said that all he wished to 
do to-night was to sow the germs which ho 
trusted would bring forth good results. He 
asked the teachers tor suggestions. Just 
what the government .rere prepared to do 
ho could not say as yot, bub he was sura 
that they would ba willing to asaiab in plant- 
ing technical education in the schools of 
Viotoria and British Colombia, (Applause.) 

Principal Panl of the High aohool-thought 
there oonid be no two opintona as to the ex- 
treme importance of this subject. Every 
young man and every young woman should 
bo taught to use the eye and hand as well 
as the brain. As to hours, at present in 
the High school the day time was pretty 
well taken up, and ho thought the estab- 
lishment of a night school would be the pro- 
per method to pursne. The staff of the 
High school, he would say, would do all 
in their power lo assist in helping the mat- 
ter forward. (Applause.) 

Mr. Charles Hayward, chairman of the 
school boord, was fully convinced of tho 
importance of the subject. Ho had only th-j 
other day read where a prizo of a guinea 
had been given by lUronesa Burdett-Coutts 
for an esoay on cooking, showing how six 
people could dine on ttie small sum of eight 
cents. This showed what a knowledge of 
economical cooking could do. He favored 
boya and girls being taught how to use 
their hands as well as their heads. (Ap- 
plouse. ) 

Mr. N. Heath, first- assistant of the High 
Bohool, Bomowhttt differed from tho former 
speakers. Ho did not believe in the pupils 
at school getting technical education, but 
ho did think that the young men and women 
after they loft school should have an oppor- 
tunity given them in this direotion. He 
advocated night schools being opened tor 
this purpose, where applied mechanics and 
practical chemistry, tor example, might be 
taught. He had had experience in this 
work aud was quite prepared to do all 
in his power to assist in the 
matter. Then the ladies might get 
np mnsioal evenings where mnsio could be 
taugbb. If, however, the attempt were 
made to crush teohnioal education into the 
ordinary sohool curtioulnm lb would be a 
mistake. He spoke from experience ot what 
ho had seen in other countries. Ho had 
never seen a tablo turned out iu a technical 
sohool that ho would oare to buy. Ho had 
also seen the cooking by pupila ot auoh 
sohools, and though not very particular 
about his eating, ho must say he would not 
oare to eat it. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Henry Lawson, upon being asked to 
give his views, remarked that under tho 
present system of education there was too 
much dosing with lessons, and a little variety 
would be benelioial to the children 
The experiment had been tried ii 
other places of giving so many hours 
to technical education, or what might 
bettor be desoribod aa manual training, and 
it was found that the time was nob l-^at but 
well employed by the pupils. He did not 
believe in taking up the evenings of the boys 
and girls for this wot k ; it should be dona iu 
school hours. Then the expense need not bo 
great, a fow necessary tools would not coat 
much. Caro should bo taken to ha 
thoroughly praoticul teacher. He advocated 
manual train ing for girls as woU as boys, for 
they must admit it would be something to 
teach a girl to drive a nail properly 
(Laughter.) One good efloct, too, would bo 
to impress jipon tho children tho dignity of 
lahcr. A boy ahoald learn that ib ia a good 
thing to work, and a boy with a talent for 
moohanioa should bo taught to develop it 
and to understand that ib was juat aa honor- 
ablo to work with hia handa aa to look tor- 
ward to taking hia placo in tho already too- 
crowded profeaalona. 

Truateo Lewis, speaking aa a working 
man, thought that In trying to push things 
they might crowd tho ohildron too much. 
If a boy had tho stuff iu him to bo a me- 
chanic, ho would bo one in spite of any- 
thing. There was not muoh induoomont to 
a boy to go into a brode, however, when tho 



amall pay gained there was compared with 
tho larger pay to bo had in profeEsiona. 
Thoy wore told that this teohnical training 
could bo done in the eveninea, but how 
worn tho children going to get tho time with 
tho home leaaona tliey now had that would 
puzzle Milton himself to get through in an 
evening. (Laughter), Ho believed, too, iu 
girla learning cooking at homo from their 
mothera, 

A Voice— What if their mothers don't 
know how to cook '; 

Mr. Lewia— Well, they should know, and 
more shamo to them if they don't. Let 
them learn. 

Iruatoe Marohont considered the present 
education turned out a race of profoaa'.onal 
" ladies ond gentlemen." He would rather 
see a raon of workers in tho broad sense in- 
stead. For instance tho teaohing protcosion 
was overjrowded. It was tho fault of tho 
ayateni which was not praotical enough. 
Tlio step propoaed by Hon. Col. 15iker was 
one in the right direotion, and ho would like 
to teo it carried out. It it is wise to 
train the mind it ia equally right to train 
bhe body. Cooking and sewing were bobh 
exoeedingly useful. The question was how 
bo train the teachers to teach bhcao eubjeots. 
He trusted that the government ab the next 
session would provide bhe nooeaaary ma- 
chinery for carrying out this important 
matter. 

Trustee Lovell thought night eohoola 
would be very useful, especially for. those 
whose parents were, not ' able to give them 
the advantages of' an advanced education, 
He advocated the teaching of navigation in 
addition to other subjects, and believed that 
the night achoola once established might bo 
the nucleus of technical sohools to be estab- 
lished in ttie future. 

Principal Netherby, of the Boys' Central 
school, believed ib quite necessary for 
teachers to assist the pupils, not only to 
store their minda, bub to do the work them- 
selves. It was possible to teaoh theoretically 
and ynb not accomplish anything practical. 
Agricultural c'lomistry he believed a very 
important subject which could be taught 
with advanliigo. Ho trusted that some 
plan might bu adopted, and that soon, to 
give physical teaching to the boys ond 
girls. He had witnessed tho work- 
ing of mechanioul achoola in the 
East and they had turned out thorough 
workmen, A great want, ho said, was to 
teach tho boys and girls tho beauty and 
honor of manual labor. (Laughter.) 

Miss Williania believed that as far as tho 
time in school was concerned there was lit- 
tle opportunity in tho preBont school hours 
to odd auy more suhjecta. She waa im- 
preaaed with tho importance of teaching 
sewing especially, and thought that night 
schools would meet tho matter beat. 

Miss Arrowsmith thought a few lessons in 
dreaamoking would bo very bonefioial to tho 
girla as moat of them wore sadly deficient in 
this. If they wore taught thia ib would give 
a meana ot earning a livelihood if needed. 

A. B. MoNoill, principal ot tho North 
Ward school, favored the idea of technical 
education. How to get bhe time waa tho 
principal ditllculty. An hour or so a day of 
meohanicil labor would help boya 
and girlri' in their mental cduca 
tlon, . but that could not bo done 
with ihe present hours. Night sohools were 
the only Boln^on of the dif&oulby. He 
wanted to' see the kindergarten system 
started for the little ones too. In all Bohools 
agricultural ohemistry should be taught. 
This was a compulsory subject in Ontario 
schools now and would tend to make people 
loss liable to look down on tho ocoupation of 
the farmer. Perhaps time might be made 
by cutting out some of the sobjeots now 
taught, at any rate in the High school. 
(Applauee ) 

Mr. Hayward moved that tho matter be 
referred to the teachers institute with a re 
quest to fully discuss the question and re 
port OS early as posaiblo to the school trus- 
tees, who would lay the matter before the 
Miniater of Education. 

Hon. Col. Baker, in closing the meeting, 
referred to some of the remarks made as to 
tho present school curriculum being too 
long. He thought there were far too many 
subjects taught now (applause), but aa the 
aame subjects were taught in Eaatorn Can 
ada and other countries British Columbia 
was forced to go with the stream or our ohil 
dren would fall behind in the race. Tho 
whole world, however, waa waking up to 
the foct that too many suhjoots were being 
taught children, and he hoped the remedy 
would come in time. Tho manual training 
he believed might come in as a matter of re- 
creation for tho children. Ho advocated 
sowing for tho boys as well as the girls. He 
believed that if a practical scheme, not too 
ooatly, was submitted to him he would 
be able to get it carried put. ' 

After a vote of bhanka to Hon, Coli Baker 
the meeting adjourned.
